It is very difficult 
to appraise public opinion during this elec­ 
tion not only because of the general apathy 
but also because the registration has fall­ 
en off. Which side has suffered most? 
Here in New York, on the island of Man­ 
hattan, undoubtedly the most congested 
area in the country, the Republicans usual­ 
ly elect only one member of the House of 
Representatives, Frederic R. Coudert, Jr.

THE UNITED STATES is preparing six 
artificial “ moons,” or earth satellites, for 
launching late next year. These will circle 
the earth at altitudes of 200 to 1,500 miles. 
They will be fully instrumented and can 
be tracked by telescopic lenses projecting 
vision to 1,000 miles. Scientists privately 
admit they’ll be lucky if they get two of 
them to work. 
Since Russia is interested, it may be 
able to launch other satellites at about the 
same time. Flying at about 18,000 miles 
per hour, they will circle the globe in less 
than an hour and a half. These will be the 
pre-runners of space flight, procuring iono- 
scopic data necessary to astronauts for a 
jaunt to the Moon.
